Dear Dave, 

On Saturday August 17th the Gulf Coast 
Regional unrestricted matches were held at 
San Angelo. 

| had fitted a new Hart 30 cal 1.450 barrel 
to a new top for my Hall rail gun, and 
chambered it for the 30 Aardvark. Neck 
turned 20 Winchester 30-30 cases, grab- 
bed some of Speedy Gonzalez 110 and 135 
grain bullets and my wife and | left Thursday 
afternoon after work and drove to San 
Angelo. | had done some small amount of 
testing with a sporter in the Aardvark with 
some light charges of H 322 powder with 
pretty good results but had done enough to 
really find out much about the round. 

Friday was spent testing loads and 
bullets with both H 322 and H 4895 powder. 
Loads were worked up to about maximum. 
T.J. Jackson very graciously set up his 
chronograph and spent a lot of time with 
me, recording velocities with both bullet 
weights. Thanks to him we know how fast 
the darn thing is going. Last groups at both 
100 and 200 yards were pretty impressive 
to me with both of these light bullets. 

Here are some loads with the velocities 
and Culver measure settings. No scales 
handy so no weights are available and thus 
a word of caution. These are top loads, 
certainly okay in this barrel but are inno way 
meant to be taken and used by anyone 
without carefully working up from below. 

Winchester 30-30 cases, 110 grain 
Speedy Gonzalez bullets, H 4895 Culver 
measure setting 68, Remington 9¥2 prim- 
ers: 2851, 2859, 2867, 2869, 2869 f.p.s. 
velocities extreme spread was 18 feet per 
second. 

H 4895 Culver setting 69, Federal 215 
magnum primers: 2952, 2994, 2947, 2967, 
2956 f.p.s. velocities extreme spread 47 
feet. 

“H 4895 Culver setting 69, Remington 9/2 
primers (Absolute max for this primer): 
2888, 2892, 2890, 2873, 2971 f.p.s. ve- 
locities extreme spread 98 feet. 

With 4895 powder the Federal 215 
primers gave quite a bit more velocity than

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the Remington 9¥2. This did not really occur 
with the H 322 where there was approxi- 
mately 10 feet spread which seems to prove 
to T.J. and myself anyway that the 4895 is 
harder to ignite than H 322. 

All testing with the 135 grain bullet was 
done with H 322 powder. 

30-30 cases, Culver setting 68, H 322 
powder, Federal 215 primers: 2877, 2871, 
2881, 2879, 2888, 2871 f.p.s. velocities, 
extreme spread 17 feet per second. 

Finally some 748 was tried over the 
chronograph just to see how the velocity 
would compare with the 2 powders above. 
Only 7 rounds were fired with this powder. 
No accuracy testing or load development. 

30-30 Winchester cases, Culver setting 
68, Remington 9¥2 primers, 110 grain 
Speedy Gonzalez bullets, Winchester 748 
powder (3067, 2991 Fouling shots) 3060, 
2960, 2973, 2969, 3037 f.p.s.-velocities, 
extreme spread was 91 feet per second. 

The 68 click Culver setting, Federal 215 
mag primers, the 110 grain bullets, and H 
4895 powder were chosen to be the best 
and most accurate, and this selected to be 
shot Saturday for record. 

I’m not used to shooting 30 cal in 
competition, so the groups sure did look 
large to me when | would look over at the 
6mm and 22’s targets at the end of the time 
period, but they measured pretty small... . 
and that’s what counts. This combination 
took 3rd place at 100 yards, 3rd place at 
200 yards and 4th in the Grand. As far as 
| know this is the first time an Aardvark has 
been shot in competition. The fact that it did 
not win certainly wasn’t the fault of the 
cartridge or the rifle. The largest group fired 
at 200 yards measured 1.061 with 9 shots 
in .600. The smalles measured .770 with 8 
of them in less than .400. 


This light 30 cal bullet really impresses 
me, especially at 200 yards because 
conditions were pretty rough and some 
pretty large groups were shot by some of 
the other shooters. In fact it impressed me 
so much | told Speedy to send me 2 
thousand more of them and | would shoot 
them in the State Championship matches 
the last of September at Fort Stockton. 

The Hunter rifle shooters are certainly 
missing the boat | think by not trying this 
cartridge and bullet combination. 

Enough for now.

BENCHREST SHOOTER OF THE YEAR 


On September 7th and 8th, at the St. 
Louis range, the ninth and final match of the 
1985 Benchrest Shooter of the Year de- 
signated match series was held. 

If you do not shoot competitively, or if you 
were only casually interested at best... . 
in the outcome .... it was .... well, a 
weekend like any other weekend. But if you 
were one of those who were into this thing 

. either as competitors or interested 
spectators .... it was a pretty tense time. 

The two preceeding years had been each 
won by Don Geraci. . . . and each year Mr. 
Geraci had run off and hidden from the field 
of would-be pretenders to the crown. In 
1984 Tony Boyer had a real longshot 
chance to pull it out of the fire in the final 
match... . and that effort fell short. Barring 
that longshot, Mr. Geraci sort of took all the 
suspense out of things .... in 1983 and 
1984. Ah, but 1985 was fated to be dif- 
ferent. It is hard, indeed very hard, to 
maintain both the competitive drive, and the 
equipment’s gilt edge condition over an 
extended period of time. In 1985 Don Geraci

was to prove himself only human... . and 
a battle-royal was to develop among a 
handful of shooters of both the NBRSA and 
the IBS world. And several of the leading 
figures in that brawl were to collide .... 
head-on .... in St. Louis on September 
7th. They traveled hundreds, even thou- 
sands of miles to get there . . . . and finally, 
in the tradition of the western gunfighters 
.... they said .... “I’m here. And all the 
chips are on the table. Should be a good 
card game. I'll open the betting’. 

Who was there .... in St. Louis, that 
weekend? 

DICK MARETZO .... in from New 
Jersey, with 14 points, and holding on to a 
narrow two point lead. . . . here to shoot at 
St. Louis for the first time, and since 
Saturday was to be a night-time shoot... . 
firing for the first time under those cir- 
cumstances. But a shooter certainly ca- 
pable of shooting ‘‘in the teens’, as he has 
done repeatedly. LOWELL FREI, in from St. 
George, Utah, virtually on the California 
border. With 12 points, Mr. Frei was far from 
out of it... . only 4 points behind... . and 
10 points were up for grabs here in St. 
Louis. Another shooter entirely capable of 
shooting ‘‘in the teens’’, and as Caesar said 
about Cassius .... ’’such men are 
dangerous’. DENNIS WAGNER, in from 
Bethany, Oklahoma, with 11 points, and 5 
points behind the leader, Maretzo. A leader 
ealy in the contest, but beset with minor 


problems since .... but who could doubt 
his competitive desire? Shooters in Okla- 
homa, who lack confidence in themselves, 
do not travel to Johnstown, or St. Louis to 
shoot with the best of the sport’s shooters, 
and try to regain that first position. Fur- 
thermore, with only ten points available in 
St. Louis, lesser men, five points down, stay 
home and watch television. No one that | am 
familiar with has, in recent years, consid- 
ered either Maretzo .... Frei .... or 
Wagner .... as ‘‘lesser men’’. 

And who was not there? NATE BOOP, 
in second place with 14 points, just 2 points 
out of first place. But forced to stay home, 
as this was the weekend of his club’s 
second registered shoot, at Wekert, Pa. 
Here we will go to the opposite of a phi- 
losophy expressed above .... a lesser 
individual might have convinced himself that 
the club could have handled the match... . 
and left for St. Louis, to duke this thing out. 
Neither is Nate Boop a lesser man... . he 
stayed, and ran the match .... and 52 
shooters made it a great match. And 
LESTER BRUNO, another shooter within 
striking distance, with 12 points, and 
certainly one of the most talented wind 
shooters in recent days of the sport. But 
now, beset and bedeviled by equipment 
problems, Lester elected to shoot instead 
at Nate Boop’s local match. And JERRY 
MASKER, certainly the dominant heavy 
bench-unlimited class shooter of 1985. But 
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born with a bit less than the vision of eagles, 
Jerry’s specialty is a Seely Masker smithed 
Bill Hall rail gun... . which he shoots with 
a vengeance, and with an uncanny skill. But 
the heavy class was not to be contested in 


healthy margin, and should prove to be an 
entirely popular champion. It might be 
possible to find someone that doesn’t like 
Dick Maretzo .... but | would have ab- 
solutely no idea where to begin looking.

The September issue of ‘‘Precision 
Shooting’ arrived today and | write to take 
the editor to task. 

1. You left out two words in my letter that 
you published. a. The word not in the 
sentence, ‘‘Thus a bullet just barely stable 
in the 14” twist at 3200 fps might not be 
stable at 3662 in the 16” twist under the 
same atmospheric conditions.’’ b. In the 
reference to bullet stability of the 5.56 mm, 
you left out the word greater, ‘‘ — creating 
greater wound damage —.” 

2. You misquote me in regard to the type 
of rifling used in the Obermeyer barrel on my 
Swing and used by the majority of the 
members of the Palma Team at Bisley, 
England, last month. | am quite sure | did 
not use the word ‘‘polygonal’’, nor does 
Boots use that term. He refers to it as ‘‘5R’”’. 
It is five groove rifling and the sides of the 
lands are at a noticeable angle away from 
radial, with a radius at both the corners of

the grooves and the corners of the lands. 
Properly, | think, polygonal rifling is the type 
used by Whitworth in the 1850's and there 
has been some interest in it in recent years. 
Heckler & Koch have used it on pistol 
barrels and rifle barrels, putting a radius at 
the corners of the polygon, which form the 
bottom of the grooves. Obermeyers design 
has a substantial, radial surface at the 
bottom of the grooves. | thnk his design 
provides a better gas seal with jacketed 
bullets and puts less stress on the bullet 
jacket in its passage into the throat and 
down the bore. Just recently, | saw a barrel 
made by another maker, which is similar to 
Obermeyer’s design and was informed that 
it was being called ‘‘polygonal’’ rifling. It is 
not polygonal in the accepted sense of the 
word.

for record, per man, at 800, 900, and 1000 
yards. 22 people on a team, including of- 
ficials and coaches. 14 of the winning U.S. 
team fired Obermeyer barrels in the Palma, 
beating the Brits on their own ground by 26 
points, 3403 to 3377! All teams must use 
the ammunition furnished by the host 
country, which is a selected lot of 7.62 
NATO, military ammunition, with a 144 
grain, boattail bullet. Out of our 30”, 
Obermeyer barrels, it chronographed over 
2900 fps. Match was fired in wind and rain, 
sometimes heavy enough to necessitate a 
ceasefire because of poor visibility. Max- 
imum wind used in the Palma was 12 to 14 
minutes, but one, individual match at 1000, 
during the week previous to the Palma 
required 22 to 24 minutes with the light, 
NATO bullet. 

There was also a black powder, lead 
bullet match fired at 800, 900 and 1000, 
with teams from Great Britain shooting 
original, long range, muzzle loading rifles 
and teams from Canada and the U.S. 
shooting cartridge rifles in calibers such as 
those used for this type of shooting in the 
late 1800's. The U.S. team, sponsored by 
the American Single Shot Rifle Association 
won that one! Yours truly built the rifle that 
fired the high individual score in the hands 
of Palma Team member Art Jackson, of 
Wolfeboro, N.H. (As team captain of the 
Palma, | was occupied with other matters.) 
| made the mold for the 525 grain, .45 
caliber, paper patched bullet, learned how 
to patch the bullets, worked out the loads 
and the elevation data for long range. Fired 
at Mansonville, Quebec, in testing, it took 
132 minutes of elevation to center on the 
target at 1000. At Bisley, closer to sea level 
and with greater humidity, the same 
loading, at the same velocity of 1400 fps 
took 15 minutes more to center at 1000. 

Relative to the Swing action. | had a 
phone call from George Swenson this week 
asking me to provide him with a Remington 
trigger because he had some one who was 
insisting on using a Swing action with a 
Remington, 2 oz. trigger. (Merrill 
Martin???7?) (Editor: No, the Editor). 

| met Merrill Martin at Bisley and we had 
a good talk. Wish there had been more time, 
but he was only there a few days during the 
Match Rifle Competitions and | was terribly 
busy. 

Might add that the smallbore program 
started at Bisley a couple weeks after we 
left and the U.S. team won the Lord Roberts 
match against the Brits by 1 point! Alto- 
gether, a very successful year for the Yanks 
at Blighty!

The Redding 
Powder Measure 


Dear Dave, 

| enjoyed reading Rick Hornbeck’s article 
on the conversion of the Redding #3BR 
powder measure in the September issue. 

It seems simple enough to do. The only 
reason for my writing this letter is that | may 
have (accidentally) found a simpler way yet 
to solve the problem that many of us find 
with the #3BR .... how to change the 
drum rotation from the ‘‘drop’’ position to 
the ‘‘charge’’ position. 

This was accomplished simply by 
rotating the measure’s handle a full 180 
degrees. In this position the handle acts to 
counter-balance the micrometer assembly. 
The basic reason that | rotated the handle 
was that it felt more natural to turn the 
handle downwards when dropping powder 
charges than to turn it up as pictured in the 
Reddng literature. The corner of the handle 
may have to be slightly filed to allow removal 
of the set screw with the measure handle 
attached.

| don’t take stairs at two steps at a time 
much anymore. | don’t hunt the big whitetail 
deer on the high peaks of the Snawangunk 
mountain just west of us if | can help it. 
Seems like everything | do at this point in 
time takes a little longer. I'm older and 
slower. It turns out the same kind of de- 
terioration over a period of time takes place 
with our rifle barrels. They tend to get older 
and slower too. 

Very little information has been published 
about this factor which effects external 
ballistics. The Hornady Handbook of 
Cartridge Reloading brings up the subject 
and gives an example of a test barrel. This 
excellent reloading manual is a must for any 
reloading bench and covers a number of 
interesting subjects in addition to complete 
reloading data. After reviewing the Hornady 
Handbook and the subject of lower velo- 
cities as a barrel is used, it came to mind 
that several barrels currently in use on the 
bench had valid data recorded after 
chronographing these barrels when first 
installed on a rifle. With this valid starting 
point, further velocity tests were conducted 
using the same loading data and the graph 
developed. 

This graph is a very small sampling to be 
sure, but some interesting trends seem to

be developing. Further chronograph testing 
will be required for really valid facts. Anyone 
who has recorded velocities for a relatively 
new barrel, has recorded loading data for 
those velocities and the number of rounds 
for each barrel religiously recorded during 
the life of a barrel can develop a like graph. 
The most important factor here is recording 
the rounds fired. Estimations of the rounds 
fired will result in erroneous data and graph. 

The first plot on the graph is for the 
example offered in the Hornady Handbook. 
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This was for a 7MM Magnum. Average 
velocity for the new barrel was 3,044 fps 
with the established load. At the end of 
2,000 rounds, the velocity dropped to 2,758 
fps, a loss of 286 fps. The 7MM Magnum 
has rather a ‘‘big boiler’ and the line drops 
off at a goodly rate. The same kind of 
velocity loss rate can be expected for any 
large capacity case. 

The second plotted line is for a Hart 
stainless steel barrel (#C1804) 1-15 twist, 
23 inches long, chambered for the 22/45 
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(222 Mag. with a 45 degree shoulder) using 
27.5 grains of H-322 and a 53 grain hollow 
point flat base bullet. The average velocity 
when the barrel was new (under 50 rounds) 
was 3,461 fps. After 2,000 rounds, the 
velocity has dropped to 3,344 fps, a loss of 
117 fps. This, when compared with the 7 
MM Mag., demonstrates that the smaller 
case capacity slows the velocity loss rate. 

The third plotted line is for a Hart stainless 
steel barrel (#A452) 1-14 twist, 21 inches 
long, chambered for the 6/45 (6X47 with a 
45 degree shoulder) using 27.3 grains of 
H-322 and a 68 grain hollow point flat base 
bullet. The average velocity when the barrel 
was new (under 50 rounds) was 3,005 fps. 
At the end of 1,500 rounds the velocity has 
dropped to 2,902 fps, aloss of 103 fps. This 
plotted line, we note, drops at the same rate 
as the 22/45 because the amount of 
powder being burnt is about the same for 
both cartridges. 

The velocity lose is the result of throat 
erosion. The greater the case capacity and 
the hotter the load, the higher the pressures 
and temperature, the more rapid the ero- 
sion rate and the greater the velocity loss 
rate. 

You might wonder what these velocity 
losses have done to rifle performance. If 
anything, the 22/45 and 6/45 are shooting 
better now than when new, both in their 
prime from all indications. The 22/45 will 
handle three tenths more powder without 
excessive pressure signs which were ex- 
perienced with 27.8 grains of H-322 when 
the barrel was new. No bullet seating 
changes have been necessary to keep the 
rifle performing well except for changes in 
bullet makes and changes in ogives. 

Velocity loss rates for the PPC in both 
.224 and 6MM can be expected to follow 
the same rate lines as the 22/45 and 6/45 
because the case capacities are about the 
same. A .308 benchrest rifle could probably 
expect to have a rate loss somewhere 
between the last two cartridges and the 7 
MM due to the case capacity and powder 
loads normally used. 

What can we do to stop barrel erosion? 
Not a thing. It starts with the first shot fired 
and continues throughout the life of the

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barrel. The greater the case capacity, the 
more powder per load used, the higher the 
pressure and the real culprit, the higher the 
heat levels for longer periods for each shot 
fired. But there are some things we can do 
to control erosion. 

First, we can hold down our rate of firing 
and keep the barrel from heating up above 
mild heating. The reason a heavy benchrest 
rifle barrel last as long as it does is because 
we have enough mass that must be heated 
up to do major damage and heavy barrel 
takes somewhat more rounds to heat up to 
damaging levels during our ten shot groups. 
The shooting of light barrels during warm 
weather takes only a few shots to heat up. 
So, rate of fire is a major factor. 

Next, we can keep the barrel clean, 
keeping fowling levels down. Powder 
fouling and copper fouling when ironed into 
the barrel steel speed up erosion. A number 
of rifleman think that bench rest competi- 
tors are a bunch of old ladies when it comes 
to cleaning bores. Maybe, but our barrels 
shoot quite well for an extended period of 
time and clean is the name of that tune. | 
see a lot of fine shooting field rifles at the 
local gunsmiths that have been all but 
destroyed from lack of cleaning in a very few 
rounds. Hopefully, ye’olde gunsmithy gets 
his hands on it for some proper cleaning in 
time. Ask any custom barrel maker how 
many barrels he has returned which will not 
shoot that have seen little cleaning or 
improper cleaning. 

A lot of space has been given proper to 
cleaning and cleaning materials in these 
pages, perhaps more than enough. A short 
visit with any barrel maker points out that 
some riflemen are not giving this subject 
proper attention. 

Keep it cool and keep it clean and the 
erosion factor can be held to a minimum.

USP was first introduced to our readers 
several years ago when we reviewed their 
lapping products and the sample lapping kit 
which is still offered for $5.00, a $38.00 
value. The kit is made up of seven lapping 
and polishing compounds, all found to be 
very useful in the shop. 

Gold Medallion Premium Field and Range 
Bore Cleaner and Conditioner is a very fine 
saponified lubricant and a non-abrading, 
non-embedding natural earth grain. Most 
important, it is non-toxic and appears to be 
water soluble. It is supplied in a 4 oz. plastic 
bottle. 

The earth grain tends to separate from 
the solution and the bottle should be shaken 
well before use. Sample bottles were in 
clear plastic bottles and this separation 
could be seen. | liked the clear plastic better 
than the silver colored bottle now used so 
that the proper amount of shaking can be 
observed. Bill Monell (Monell Custom Guns) 
came up with a dandy idea: Drop a small 
ball bearing in the bottle and this cuts the 
bottle shaking down no small amount. 
Works like a champ. 

The bottle has instructions for use printed 
on the back. | departed somewhat from the 
printed procedures during use of this 
product. My first experience with Gold 
Medallion was tried on a trap gun after an 
afternoon shoot at the local club. | first 
removed the major deposit of carbon with 
Shooters Choice on a tight fitting jag which 
Shooter Choice does so well. Next, | 
scrubbed the bore with three tight patches 
wet down with Gold Medallion followed by 
several dry patches. The result was a bore 
clean of all carbon, lead wash and plastic 
wad smearing. The bore looked like new 
with the very minimum work and cleaning 
material. This product should be tried by 
anyone who finds getting a shotgun barrel 
really clean a major chore. 

Next, | descended on Monell Custom 
Guns where there is always a selection of 
customer's barrels that are in need of a 
good cleaning. Bill selected several in need 
of a cleaning and | put Gold Medallion to the 
test. Following the same basic procedures 
used on the trap gun barrel, followed by a 
treatment with Shooters Choice, the barrels 
cleaned up very well with removal of major 
carbon and copper promptly accomplished 
and with a minimum of effort. 

Bill continued some cleaning tests on 
really bad cases of barrel fouling. A barrel

that has had less than tender, loving care 
and is reblued will have a real mess in the 
bore when the barrel is completed. As a 
result, Bill always follows with a major 
cleaning of the bore. Medallion did a bang 
up job in this department and the barrel was 
once again looking like a rifle barrel should 
look. 

At Super Shoot and at matches that 
followed, L. C. Brown, President of USP, 
offered competitors sample bottles of Gold 
Medallion. As a result, it has been in use by 
benchrest competitors during the '85 
shooting season. At the IBS Champion- 
ships, competitors were questioned as to 
their impressions and opinions of this new 
bore cleaner. The outcome leads me to 
believe that Gold Medallion is as contro- 
versial as JB bore cleaner was twenty five 
years ago and since then. Some thought it 
was fine, others were less than enthusiastic 
about it. Those that have used JB in the 
past on a more or less regular bases 
thought it was just fine. Those reluctant to 
use JB were not enthusiastic about Gold 
Medallion. Some of the competitors on both 
side of the issue were barrel makers, 
knowledgeable gunsmiths and machinists. 
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One major barrel maker would not 
recommend it; while another thought it was 
fine, if used properly. 

As for myself, | have been using Gold 
Medallion as | have used JB in the past. 
Gold Medallion is not nearly as messy to use 
as JB and easy to clean up after use 
throughout the action, chamber and barrel. 
After a week-end match the barrel(s) are 
cleaned with Shooters Choice in the same 
manner as used between relays. Two or 
three proper fitting patches are treated with 
Gold Medallion and used, followed by a 
brushing with Shooters Choice and the 
barrel(s) are dried out. To check for any 
copper fouling, a treatment with Sweet’s 
7.62 Solvent is often included in the 
cleaning procedures if copper fouling is 
suspected to be a problem in a particular 
barrel. The intent is to store all match 
barrels in a perfectly clean condition in 
preparation for the following match, using 
whatever solutions that are safe for the 
barrel and effective with a minimum number 
of passes throught each barrel with a 
cleaning rod. As for the safety of the barrel, 
Bill Wiseman (McMillan Rifle Barrels) said it 
all; ‘‘It depends on whois using it and how”’. 
This applies to any bore cleaner. One of the 
most important actions during any barrel 
cleaning and throughout the activity is to 
keep the cleaning rod CLEAN!

BOOTS OBERMEYER 


had been blued inside the bore. A pressure 
barrel’s life is determined by its ability to 
shoot reference ammo within a certain limit 
of assigned values .... those values 
having been established by firing in other 
barrels. SAAMI conducts these ‘‘other 
barrel’ tests for U.S. and Canadian 
manufacturers. Another factor to consider 
is that the extreme spread, or means of 
result, also are used. As the barrel wears, 
the shot to shot variation will increase until 
a point is reached where you are not sure 
how much of the error is ammo, and how 
much is the barrel (with its increasing wear). 
The major wear on a pressure barrel is gas 
leak around the piston hole; usually a notch 
develops to the rear of that hole, and then 
gas will vent over the top rear of the case. 
The second point of wear is familiar to all 
benchrest shooters .... we call it throat 
erosion. Off the subject for a moment, a 
stainless steel .243 barrel made here has 
shown more consistent figures over 2000 
rounds than a corresponding chrome-moly 
barrel in .243 caliber with the same usage. 
Another thing | just got through proving (to 
myself, anyway), was that when a .22-250 
had 2000 rounds through it. . . . it just plain 
is not practical to set it back and re- 
chamber. Erosion down the barrel will be far 
enough advanced that the slight extra 
barrel life that you pick up will not be worth 
the cost of the operation. 

Here’s an Obermeyer personal opinion: 
large bore magnums are probably better off 
in a chrome-moly barrel than in stainless. 
This is the opposite of what many others 
feel. Stainless, as turned out by the U.S. 
steel mills, is really a marginal material for 
barrels. | do concede that it is possible to

come up with quite a good finish with it, and 
it is relatively easy on the shop tools. 

So, back to the point that | was making. 
Test barrels really only hint at accuracy, in 
terms of variations in velocity, so that one 
can only use this as part of their specu- 
lations. One point | think of as being sort of 
significant . . .. when the U.S. Government 
orders pressure barrels .... the specs 
dictate NO BLUEING ON THE INSIDE 
BORE. 

Now, just for the fun of confusing the 
heck out of everyone, let’s go to the other 
side of the argument. When | was starting 
this barrel business, in my early years | had 
to do a lot of general gunsmithing to make 
(financial) ends meet. And, in blueing bar- 
rels, often the customer would come back 
a week later and excitedly report that the 
barrel was shooting better than it ever had. 
Why? Well, my first thought is to suspect 
that the darn barrel was now clean for the 
first time in a coon’s age. Probably at the 
time he brought the gun into my shop, the 
grease, grass, strawweed seed and what 
not that was all through the gun were what 
was keeping the worn parts in place. Same 
with the barrels . . . . we just got all the junk 
out before blueing; that’s all. It is also 
possible that the slight etching of the barrel, 
by the blueing process acted like a fine lap. 

About three years ago, Randy Gregory, 
of Medford, Wisconsin had a model 70 
Winchester target rifle. One of my four 
groove chrome-moly barrels had been in- 
stalled by another shooter, and blued at a 
local gun shop. Randy is a good shooter, 
one of my team mates, and holds a High 
Master rating. Randy was moaning and 
groaning that the barrel just would not 
shoot, not even at a hundred yards. Finally 
| had enough, and told him to bring the darn 
thing in here, and leave it for me to muddle 
with. | put a 20x scope on it, and brought 
it down to the local 100 yard range, together 
with some good reloads. Note that my 
testing was done in the prone position, with 
sling. Many match shooters test this way, 
to gain both practice and data. Perhaps not 
as exact as shooting from a bench, but the 
gain in practice is definately desirable. Also, 
in my experience some heavy recoil guns, 
such as the long range magnums do not 
shoot all that well off a bench. | usually test 
serious prone at 600 yards. | am also 
currently an NRA High Master, so my 
judgement of hold and call is fairly good. 

With Hronady 168 grain match bullets | 
was getting two distinct groups, side by 
side, looking like an inverted 8. Total spread 
was over three inches; this is at 100 yards. 
The gun was better than that. . . . the barrel

was better than that .... the ammo was 
better than that. . . .and| would like to think 
that the shooter was better than that. Back 
to the shop | came, mumbling away to 
myself. 

The gun certainly was not shooting. 
Maybe the barrel was fouled. | have seen 
barrels with a streak of fouling that was 
almost impossible to detect. . . .and harder 
yet to remove. | ran a real fine lap through 
the bore. After this | checked the crown 
under my stero microscope. Whoa! Right 
there .... at 6:00 o'clock .... a spot! Hit 
it with the lap again, take another look with 
the microscope . . . . now it looks like a pit 
....in the edge of the groove, just a hair 
behind the muzzle. So | cut off the end of 
the barrel, section it in half, and take another 
look at it. Sure as heck, the half inch is 
pitted. Back to the range. The darn gun 
shoots much better. | called Jim Tertin at 
Garder Shooting Supply . .. . had he ever 
seen anything like this? Yup. Sometimes 
they would blue guns on Friday, and when 
they were checking the guns on Monday, 
they would find minor barrel pitting. He felt 
that the problem was with salt being carried 
into the final rinse, or the hot oil bath that 
most use. | also remember that steel would 
etch with the chromic acid or vinegar in use 
around blueing shops. Chromic acid is used 
for hardening the blueing, and the vinegar 
usually is used to clean up spills. 

So my guess is that this model 70, with 

its flat bottom receiver, and its flat bottom 
recoil lug, sat with its muzzle down for some 
time after the blueing, and the solution 
concentrated at the muzzle. The borescope 
was not up to showing the fine detail that 
was very evident using the microscope. 
Plus the lapping that | had done had 
changed the surface. So | cut another half 
inch off the muzzle, and did a general 
re-work on the barrel fitting. | really tight- 
ened it all up, as the headspace was just 
-atmax.... rolled in 180°, deepened it out 
to get a minimum chamber, and re-drilled 
the block rolls. Loaded up some more 
ammo, and went back to the range late in 
the day. A heck of a difference, several 
groups were under a half-inch .... and a 
long period of testing had all groups under 
an inch. Again, this was shot prone, with 
sling. 

| have told this story to shops that we sell 
chrome-moly barrels to. I've been recom- 
mending that if a barrel is to be blued, it 
should be plugged. Locally we leave the 
chrome moly barrels in the white, and just 
keep them oiled or waxed. 

Now I'll add this. On Winchester 
“hammered” barrels, it is common to find 
pitting at the muzzle. . . .inside and outside 
of match barrels. | never really noted it on 
sporter barrels, but then you seldom see 
them with 200 rounds of use. The other day 
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a club member came in with a Remington 
700 varminter with about 550 rounds 
through it. It had shot well for a while, and 
then gone sour. Checked it out. . . . guess 
what. . . . pitting at the muzzle. Most match 
rifles are cleaned regularly, often while they 
are still hot. If it was ‘‘the moist air rushing 
back after firing’’ as some claim, we would 
see it more often, or in the case of neglect, 
we would see it in other guns of the same 
shooter. Some of these hammer-formed 
barrels can have some unusual kinks. A 
model 70 target came in here that just plain 
wasn't shooting, period. On checking it 
showed .004 taper in the bore. With only a 
couple of dozen lapping strokes it 
straightened right out .... that is kind of 
weird, as usually you have to bust your butt 
to lap .0001 out. I’m not certain whether | 
removed finish, or perhaps the process can 
ocassionally leave a small area of not- 
solidly-attached particles of metal.

MAKING VARMINT AND HUNTING RIFLES 
SHOOT LIKE BENCH REST RIFLES 


OR 


VARMINT AND HUNTING RIFLES THAT SHOOT 
LIKE BENCH REST GUNS 


Looking at factory type varmint and 
hunting rifles we find some that shoot 
extremely well, some shoot good and then 
some that just barely get by at all. Years ago 
several manufacturers tried selling rifles 
with free floating forends. Mostly they shot 
terrible. The cause being tolerances be- 
tween the inletting machines and rifle 
receivers. Consequently all major manu- 
facturers of rifles went back to considerable 
forend pressure against the barrel. This is 
absolutely necessary with most machine 
inletting jobs. This barrel pressure helps 
settle the actions in the stock in approxi- 
mately the same place from shot to shot. 
Actions shifting from shot to shot is the 
primary cause of erratic and large groups. 
On the other hand, the problem with barrel 
pressure is that every time the humidity 
changes, the forend expands or contracts, 
again changing point of impact. Even 
receivers vary to some degree, they may 
look alike but all have slight differences. 

Let’s look at some of the problems we 
want to correct. 

No. 1 - Rifle throws first shot completely 
out of group. 

No. 2. - Rifle shoots two distinct groups ie 
(point of impact change between 
shots.)

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EPOXY PILLAR BEDDING

NO. 3 - Point of impact changes every time 
we go to the range. 

No. 4- Rifle just plain will not shoot a 
group. 

These are some of the problems we will 
deal with in this article. My findings have 
been that a properly bedded rifle will shoot 
best with the barrel fully floated, no matter 
how small the diameter of the barrel. 

The bedding we are going to describe will 
work with most bolt action type rifles. 
Remington being the most popular in this 
area, but | also bed Rugers, Model 70 
Winchesters, Mausers, Springfields, 
Weatherbys and Shilens. If it will go bang 
it can be bedded. 

The rifle used in this instance is a 
Remington 700 BDL Varmint caliber 222 
Remington. The rifle was fitted with a 24X 
scope and fired at 100 yards, just as it came 
out of the box. The average groups 
measured (.885) before pillar bedding; after 
bedding with the Epoxy pillar method de- 
scribed above it averaged (.350). All the 
above groups were fired in much less than 
ideal Texas conditions which don’t ever get 
good. (Editor: understatement of the year.) 
This bedding will remain intact for many 
years of hard shooting. We do suggest 
rebedding with a thin paint coat if the barrel 
is replaced, as it is almost impossible to get 
a Remington Recoil Lug back to the exact 
same place. | also use this same method of 
bedding fiberglass hunting stocks, as well 
as for the Hunter Class Rifle in Bench Rest 
competition.

This is how | go about bedding a 
Remington 700 BDL. Remove bolt from 
rifle, and make sure that it is unloaded. 
Remove scope and mounts, if you are using 
two piece bases, like Weaver, you can leave 
the bases on the action. Remove guard 
screws and remove barreled action from 
stock. 

Place stock in padded vise and remove 
pressure point from forend of stock, and 
lightly float forend. With floor plate 
removed, proceed to the drill press, clamp 
stock in padded drill vise, stock upside 
down, trigger guard hole up. Proceed to drill 
1/2” holes, 1/2” deep, centered over action 
guard screw holes. For this | use discarded 
metal drills with ends ground flat like end mill 
cutters; they cut wood just fine using 
medium speeds and are much cheaper than 
end mills. 

Now turn the stock over so that holes can 
be drilled from the top side. Place 9/16 drill 
bit, ground flat on end, into drill press chuck. 
Drill the rear action screw hole down until 
it connects the short hole drilled from the 
bottom. Being careful not to drill thru wood 
at trigger guard area. This large hole will 
become the rear epoxy pillar. 

Now slide stock back to a point where the 
9/16” drill is centered 1” ahead of the recoil 
lug in the barrel channel. Proceed to drill out 
a section of stock - 9/16” x 1/2” deep the 
entire width of barrel channel. This hole is 
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best explained as follows: It is an excellent 
way to stop our bedding compound, also if 
the forend ever decides to warp, enough 
wood has been removed here to stop the 
warp from transferring strain to the recoil 
bedding area. For lack of a better term we 
call this hole a DIETZ WARP STOPPER. 
How we remove the 9/16” drill and replace 
with a 3/4” bit, again ground flat on end to 
prevent digging in and ruining stock. Center 
the drill over front guard screw hole and drill 
down until we join the 1/2” hole drilled from 
bottom. Now with drill still centered in 
channel, proceed to drill a series of 3/4” 
joining holes 1/4” deep until we have joined 
the warp stopper hole in forend. This gives 
us a 3/4” x 2” channel of bedding material 
1/4” thick that will not give away in years 
of shooting. Now using 1/4” rotary file in a 
hand held electric drill motor or Dremmel 
tool, enlarge and deepen the recoil lug area 
to remove all traces of finish and oil soaked 
wood. Using same rotary file, very carefully 
cut a small channel for bedding material 
down both sides of inletting. Then using 80 
or 100 grit sand paper remove all traces of 
original stock finish in the bedding area. 
Drop the barreled action back into stock 
to insure that there aren’t any tight or 
binding areas. The action should have some 
lateral movement. If all the above steps 
have been followed, we should now be 
ready to take a look at the barreled action. 


PREPARING BARREL AND ACTION 

WIth barrel in padded vise, remove 
magazine box, and remove the complete 
trigger assembly, including bolt stop. Be 
sure to catch bolt stop spring when driving 
out trigger pins. Now take 1/4 - 28 tap and 
turn it thru threaded guard screw holes in 
action. | have had several Remingtons 
where the rear hole was not tapped all the 
way thru. Now try the allen head screws in 
receiver to be sure they screw in and out 
freely. | use a 1/4 - 28 x 1 1/2 allen head 
cap screw for the front guard screw, and a 
1/4 - 28 x 2 for the rear screw. Using lathe, 
drill press or electric drill motor, turn, grind 
or file countersink bevel to same angle as 
original screws. 

Remove the spring and follower from 
floor plate assembly. Now take paste shoe 
wax, | use Kiwi Neutral, believed to be the 
finest wax in the business, ask any of the 
older G.I.’s. The release agent furnished 
may be fine; | have never used it. Wax action 
completely in and out, plus about 4” of 
barrel forward of recoil lug. Let wax harden 
for 10 or 15 minutes, then using soft cloth 
or handiwipe, buff or polish off excess. 

Now apply a second coat or layer of shoe 
wax to outside area of action and barrel, 
again bring to high polish. Note - Before 
starting with bedding compound, double 
check to insure that all parts contacting 
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Dietz Bedding - #1

bedding have been adequately waxed - 
including screws, floor plate and trigger 
guard assembly. 

We are now ready to start mixing the 
stock bedding compound. | use a product 
called Accu-Bed sold by H-S Precision. 
Other products may be used such as 
Bisonite, also sold by H-S Precision. | prefer 
Accu-Bed because of its zero shrinkage 
characteristics. For this pillar bedding 
method measure exactly 5 1/2 teaspoons 
of Accu-Bed compound, mixing in exactly 
1 teaspoon of Accu-Bed hardener, 
checking clock, | stir for full five minutes to 
insure complete mixing. 

Accu-Bed has about 30 minutes working 
time so no need to rush, but put off having 
a cool one until you're finished. 

In applying Accu-Bed to stock, hold the 
stock by the forend in your padded vise. 
Place piece of masking tape over holes in 
stock and proceed to fill pillar holes from 
bottom, this is easily done by turning stock 
upside down and using wooden ice cream 
stick. Poke bedding material into hole until 
slightly above original wood surface. Now 
lower waxed floor plate in place, securing 
with a piece of masking tape. Now turn 
stock right side up, remove masking tape 
from bedding area, completely fill pillar 
holes with bedding material, insert 1/2” 
allen head screw (waxed) in front trigger 
guard hole, pushing up slowly, while 
pushing bedding material down with 
wooden stick to insure that no air pockets 
form in the pillar. Secure screw with 
masking tape. 

Now follow same procedure with long 
allen screw in rear hole. Fill recoil lug area 
completely, pack bedding material down to 
avoid air bubbles. Place an even layer of 


bedding material on all exposed bedding 
surfaces. Use up all of your bedding ma- 
terial, you don’t want any left over. Re- 
member the excess will squeeze out. Now 
we're ready to bed the action. Pull stock 
back far enough in vise to give access to 
guard screws with allen wrench. With left

hand lower barreled action onto bedding. 
Start rear screw first as it is the longest, 
then start front screw. Tighten both screws 
evenly until bedding starts to squeeze out. 
Pull action down to desired depth, using 
front screw. DO NOT put any strain on 
screw, if resistance is felt STOP. Tighten up 
on rear screw just enough to pull trigger 
guard into place. Using left hand, rock barrel 
up and down lightly, if rear tang moves, very 
lightly snug up on rear screw until no 
movement can be detected. Don’t go too 
much on this, if in doubt back it off again. 

That should take care of bedding action. 
Now to start the clean up operation. File 
original wooden ice cream stick to sharp 
edge and scrape excess bedding material 
from top edges of action and stock. Now 
wet an old rag with water, wring out, and 
wipe bedding material off of stock. All of 
your outside clean up work can be done 
before the bedding material sets up. Re- 
move masking tape from quick release 
floorplate, open floorplate and using 
wooden stick remove squeezed out bed- 
ding compound from in and around mag- 
azine box cut out areas. Use damp rag to 
remove any compound from outside of

stock. Now place complete job in a cradle 
such as Decker rifle vise, resting only forend 
and butt stock. Let epoxy cure for 24 hours 
at the least, preferably 48 hours. Don’t get 
in a hurry now, save a sample of your 
bedding compound which was squeezed 
out to check to see if it is hardening O.K., 
it should be set up after 4 hours at 80 
degrees or higher. 

To remove barreled action from stock, 
use the following procedure: Loosen and 
remove allen head guard screws. Now you 
will appreciate why | use allen head screws, 
they will be tight. This situation can be 
helped a little if you break or loosen screws 
8 to 12 hours after bedding material was put 
in stock. Now sitting in a chair with stock 
held in lap upside down, tap trigger guard 
lightly from side to side with plastic hammer 
until floorplate can be removed. After 
removing trigger guard and floorplate, 
grasp stock with left hand, still with stock 
upside down, tap barrel smartly in front of 
forend with plastic mallet or hard rubber 
hammer until barrel and action falls out of 
stock onto your legs. 

Place stock in padded vise, use hand 
electric drill and drill out guard screw holes 
witih 5/16” drill. Chamfer drilled out holes

Use 
coarse file or 100 grit sand paper to smooth 
top edges of bedding, also in and around 
magazine box. Use rotary rasp in electric 
drill or moto tool and carefully remove 
excess bedding material from in and around 
trigger and safety area. 

Now grind a small three cornered file to 
a knife edge and chamfer or bevel all sharp 
edges around recoil lug. Grind another small 
three cornered file to resemble a very small 
wood chisel and scrape a small amount of 
bedding material from bottom of recoil lug 
area. Drill or grind excess bedding out of 
warp hole in forend. On Remington rifles 
which have ample recoil lugs, | file a small 
amount of metal off the bottom of the recoil 
lug itself. With fine cut file bevel and smooth 
all edges on recoil lug so it will not scrape 
bedding from the sides of recess, which 
might get under recoil lug to cause a high 
spot. Remember action must always be 
able to go down and back. We want only 
one recoil contact point and that is the 
recoil lug and no more. 

Use 4/0 or very fine steel wool to clean 
up barrel and action. Now drop receiver into 
stock and float barrel so that a business 
card can be slipped the length of forend 
freely. Turn stock over, scrape and sand 
any excess bedding from around floorplate 
until it will slip in and out readily. 

Reinstall trigger on action, make any 
adjustments if necessary at this time, check 
trigger function. Wash out trigger, lube with 
WD-40, and blow out any excess with 
compressed air. 

Install barreled action into stock, with 
magazine box in place. Visually check that 
magazine box is not binding in recess, also 
make sure trigger and safety are not 
touching wood anywhere. On Remingtons, 
the trigger adjusting screws come very 
close to wood on the front side, relieve this 
with a small round rasp. Lower floor plate 
into stock, check to see if magazine box is 


bottoming out to floor plate, file magazine 
box off to allow at least 1/16” clearance 
when tightened. Also check and make sure 
trigger is not touching trigger guard cut out, 
if it loks even close, remove some of the 
aluminum guard so that the trigger cannot 
touch. 

Drop in original guard screws, or many 
replace original screws with socket head 
screws as sold by B-Square Co., Ft. Worth, 
Tx. By drop in, | mean screws should lit- 
erally drop into stock, no binding what- 
soever. Tighten front guard screw, check 
by looking into receiver with flash light to 
insure that guard screw is not protruding 
thru receiver, if it does, grind or file it back 
until just barely below the surface. If this 
screw touches bolt locking lug, the rifle 
will not shoot well. 

Do the same with rear guard screws. 
Install bolt in rifle, check to see that bolt 
handle clears and does not touch any wood 
in the closed position. You should be able 
to slip a piece of paper under bolt handle. 
Again rifle will not shoot good if bolt handle 
is touching any part of stock. Check 
operation of complete rifle at this time. Dry 
fire several times, be sure safety works 
safely and does not touch any wood or 
bedding, same with bolt stop and bolt 
release. If everything clears and works 
satisfactorily, remove barreled action from 
stock and seal forend and all other areas 
with true oil or stock sealer. Wipe off any 
sealer that gets on the bedding. 

While waiting for stock sealer to harden, 
| check barrel and barrel crown with 
magnifying glass. If | have the slightest 
doubt about the crown, | place barrel in vise 
with muzzle up, take a round headed brass 
screw, chucked in a variable speed electric 
drill, and with fine valve grindng compound 
lap crown by rolling and rocking drill motor 
back and forth. It doesn’t take much to 
remove any burrs at the muzzle and it most 
definitely will not hurt it. The barrel, | give

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a good scrubbing with Hoppe’s #9 and 
good tight fitting bronze bristle brush. If any 
fouling persists and can be seen from the 
muzzle such as copper wash, | give it a 
good cleaning with J-B Bore cleaner on a 
tight fitting patch. Then again clean with 
Hoppes and dry. Reassemble rifle carefully 
being sure no foreign material has gotten 
into recoil lug area in stock by blowng out 
with compressed air. Tighten guard screws 
evenly, they need not be torqued down real 
hard. Just common sense tight. 

With butt stock of rifle resting on your hip, 
barrel pointed straight up, grasp forend at 
the very end, with thumb and forefinger 
lightly touching barrel, loosen and tighten 
front guard screw and feel for any move- 
ment between barrel and stock. Retighten 
front guard screw, slide hand down to rear 
tang and loosen and tighten rear guard 
screw and check for any movement be- 
tween tang and stock. 

If any significant movement is felt go back 
and check magazine box again to be sure 
trigger guard is not putting action into a 
bind. Remove barreled action from stock to 
check if any foreign material had gotten 
under recoil lug or any other part of action. 
If on reassembly this movement persists, it 
means you had one or both guard screws 
too tight during the bedding operation, 
causing the action to bind. In which case, 
sand down the bedding to remove any glaze

or wax, open up recoil lug recess again to 
allow ample room for bedding material to 
squeeze out. Rewaxing action again as we 
did for first bedding, this time using H-S 
Bisonite Compound because it is much 
thinner or runnier. Since our Epoxy pillars 
are already in place, | use 1/4 x 28 head-less 
guide screws in action, holding floorplate in 
place with masking tape, place a small piece 
of foam rubber in barrel channel. The foam 
rubber under barrel will help prevent any 
barrel strain on action during this rebedding 
operation. Now lower action with guide 
screws down onto the Bisonite compound, 
pushing down with hand pressure until 
epoxy starts to squeeze out. When nearly 
to desired depth, use wooden stick to 
scrape away excess bedding. Now secure 
action to stock with light wraps of surgical 
tubing or if you are doing this for a pro- 
fession such as I, use a 4” C-Clamp with 
a piece of angle iron welded to clamp, which 
will fit very nicely over Weaver Bases. Let 
cure and follow same procedure. 

When putting scope back on the rifle 
make sure bases and rings are tight. Those 
of you that insist on using one piece scope 
bases, aren’t quite ready to go yet. You 
need to check the base by loosening first 
the rear screw and checking for base 
movement, if it raises up at all or has any 
spring, mix up some epoxy bedding ma- 
terial and bed the rear base portion with rear

screw waxed but loose. This way screw 
maybe tightened after bedding compound 
hardens (24 hours). If no movement is 
noticeable, tighten rear screw and loosen 
both front screws and check here for 
movement. 

If any movement is noticeable bed the 
front portion. If everything checks out, 
mount your scope and you are ready to go 
to the range. After firing 8 or 10 shots check 
guard screws for tightness in case action 
has settled a little. 

Here are some tips to remember when 
bedding rifles other than round bottom 
section. Any rifle that has three screws, 
such as Remington ADL - Ruger 77 or 
Winchester Model 70, Center screw must 
be left loose, this screw’s function is to hold 
up the trigger guard and that is all. On flat 
bottom actions like the Mauser or Model 70 
or Springfield, bed only the front receiver 
ring and rear tang. These receivers have too 
many corners and projections to ever hope 
at getting a good job the entire length of the 
action. On Ruger Model 77 Rifles | 
recommend bedding them in 2 operations. 
First bed trigger guard and floor plate, using 
1/2” deep starter pillars, makes it much 
easier because of the angled front guard 
screw. Also on the Ruger bed only front 
receiver ring and rear tang.

First let me orient the range location for 
you - Markham Park is in Sunrise, Florida, 
15 miles from the northside of Miami proper. 
It is 10 miles from Ft. Lauderdale and just 
10 miles from Hollywood. There are 66 
covered firing points for rifle out to 100 
meters and another 44 firing points for pistol 
to 50 meters thus providing more than 
ample roofed over area for expansion and 
loading. A proposed 300 meter range this 
next year will provide for at least 40 covered 
firing points. The 100 meter range is cur- 
rently lighted for night shooting and it is 
planned that the 300 meter range will be 
similarly equipped. That number of pistol 
firing points would convert to space for 
approximately Y2 as many benchrest po- 
sitions. This could provide space for up to 
25 benches at 100 meters and 20 benches 
at 200 meters if the benches were of a 
movable type. 

The firing points are all on cncrete slab 
with movable tubular steel type wood top 
benches currently being employed. 

There are camping facilities for both tents 
and trailers with 80 spaces and a shower 
building adjacent with hot and cold running 
water. In short the complete potential for 
holding shooting matches readily exists 
lacking only adequate benches. Con- 
versation with range officials indicated 
definite interest in providing at least 20 
permanent benches at both range dis- 
tances IF sufficient interest in this type of 
shooting can be shown. 

A large club house and administration 
building also provides many additional 
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facilites. In the proposed expansion for 
1986 will be alake to provide swimming with 
additional tent camping spaces on a island 
in it. In short it appears that tremendous 
facilities are here for the creation of a 
benchrest club and it would be my intent to 
start with interest in the Hunter Class, one 
that | have participated in the most and one 
requiring a minimal outlay for equipment. 
Operation costs would be less to start with 
the Hunter Class as well as lower initial 
investment for the shooter. Some informal 
matches waiving caliber and scope re- 
quirements could be used as a starting 
point gradually swinging toward recog- 
nizable Hunter Class under either NBRSA 
or IBS rules. Interest in such a club can be 
further whetted by participation in the 
Transcontinental Hunter Rifle League as 
soon as possible. 

| would be more than willing to help 
coordinate these efforts and ask that any 
interested shooters in the general Miami, Ft. 
Lauderdale, Florida area contact me for 
further information. Here is an excellent 
chance to create a working benchrest 
shooting group with an absolute minimal 
outlay of time, money and effort. 

The facility is here, effort and work re- 
quirements minimal and expenses not a 
problem. All | need is to find serious rifle 
shooters. Write or call me!

Along these same lines, | had a letter 
recently from Dick Katchmar of Decatur, 
Illinois, regarding the use of both H322 and 
H4895 in the 6MM PPC. Along with being 
a record-class benchrest shooter, Dick is a 
METICULOUS keeper of records. Boiled 
down to anit, Dick’s ‘‘theory’’ is that H4895 
IS agood powder for the PPC, but you can’t 
get enough of it in the case. He is now 
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shooting — and set his world record with 
— H322 in the PPC .... and calls it a 
“cantankerous” but smooth metering 
powder — a powder that sems to be THE 
choice of all of his rifles. Dick, like so many 
other H322 shooters I’ve talked to, traces 
the ‘‘cantankerous”’ nature of the powder 
to (1) lot-to-lot variations and (2) the 
wieght-to-volume variations caused by 
differences in temperature and/or humidity. 

Dick uses a method to ‘‘circumvent’’

these problems a bit different than most of 
the shooters I’ve dealt with. He does all of 
his shooting over a set of chronograph 
screens (his PRACTICE shooting, that is!) 
and keeps a very careful set of notes on (1) 
temperature and (2) average velocity. Once 
he has his rifles shooting well at a certain 
velocity, he will make minor alterations in his 
powder charge to MAINTAIN that velocity. 
The end result of all this testing has been 
the development of a table of H322 
measure settings for a range of tempera- 
tures. When Dick goes to a match, he lays 
his thermometer out with the rest of his 
loading gear, and then adjusts his powder 
measure according to the temperature 
shown. His method does seem to work — 
at least for him. 

Since “‘charting’’ the results of my little 
experiment with the powder measures 
using both H322 and H4895, I’ve given a 
lot of thought to trying to figure out just what 
the devil is going on. Being a slower burning 
powder used in larger quantities, small 
variations with H4895 would naturally have 
slightly less effect — percentagewise — 
than a similar variation with H322. But 
those percentages are small, indeed! I’ve 
begun to wonder if we aren't getting a 
“‘dual-pronged” attack giving H322 the 
“cantankerous” moniker. If the material 
I've read is correct, the burning rate of 
powder is determined by (1) the physical 
nature of the powder itself and (2) by the 
pressures developed in the applied use of 
that powder. That is, higher pressures tend 
to increase the effective burning rate of a 
powder. If, as it appears, increasing tem- 
peratures and decreasing humidity lowers 
the amount of powder coming from the 
measure by weight, you would expect 
velocity and pressure to drop. As the 
pressure drops, the effective burning rate of 
the powder would be slowed down, further 
decreasing the velocity and pressure. At 
least that is my ‘‘theory of the moment.”

Since there are so many variables (I have 
no means of altering temperature and 
humidity independently), it would be a hard 
thing to test; but | would sure love to give 
it a try. On the other hand, it might be 
simpler to wrap each granule of H322 with 
an insulated, waterproof barrier! 

If and when | get to go back to my 
shooting, I'll have to give the N201 a try. 
From the sounds of your letter, it might be 
the crutch I’ve been looking for .... a 
powder charge that doesn’t have to be 
“‘tinkered’”’ with unless you change lots of 
powder. For those who are decidely prone 
to encounter problems in any attempt to 
walk and chew gum at the same time (and 
| would have to include myself near the top 
of that category), it sounds like a blessing. 
The only complaint I've heard about N201 
from shooters in this area is finding the darn 
stuff. When the time is right, I'll call upon you 
for a good source of Norma powder. It 
WOULD be nice to get into the ‘‘winners’ 
column’”’ for a change in that | have spent 
several years providing the grist for Dave’s 
little ‘‘to be made light of’’ mill.

Editor’s note: The charts are not enough 
to knock one off one’s chair. On the other 
hand .... they are cause for a bit of 
thinking. On a Saturday afternoon, things 
must have been a bit slow in New Haven, 
Indiana. Jon set up three powder measures 
“in parallel” on his patio, and proceeded to 
throw one powder charge an hour from 
each. Starting at 8:30 in the morning, and 
ending at 6:30 in the evening .... a time 
frame that just happens to be quite average 
for a typical day’s benchrest match. One of 


the measures was set up with H4895, while 
the other two were charged with H322. All 
three of them, over the course of the ten 
hour span, showed a tendency to vary 
somewhere in the vicinity of .35-.40 of a 
grain. And all three of them showed such 
similar tendencies over the period of the test 
as to make it pretty easy to reach some 
obvious conclusions from the data as- 
sembled. Namely that the load that we start 
off our day at the match throwing... . ain’t 
the load that we are throwing at 3:30-4:30 
p.m., with the same measure setting! 
Another table suggests strongly that those 
of us firing in the winter leagues, where zero 
and below temperatures are not at all 
unusual, may be getting somewhere near a 
full grain difference in our thrown charges 
than we are getting a hot, sticky August 
match! We have no conclusions .... no 
recommendations .... we leave it to you 
to think a bit on the matter.

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Editor’s introduction: Floyd Butler, the 
great aging gunsmith of Poultney, Vermont 
now lives in quiet retirement in his rural 
home. The lathes spin no more, and the 
once busy shop is now still and silent. But, 
in his day .... and his day spanned de- 
cades .... Floyd Butler was a heck of a 
gunsmith. Floyd Butler was Major Ned 
Robert’s gunsmith, and coming forward to 
more recent days, the widely respected 
contemporary period gun-writer and au- 
thority Ken Waters has several Floyd Butler 
built rifles .... that he will not part with. 
Charlie Fountaine, a driving force behind the 
Dunhams Bay Club, and a friend of Floyd 
Butler, shared this bit of nostalgia with me 
recently. Although not concerned with 
benchrest shooting it has a warmth and 
charisma to it... . that | could not ignore. 
Pull up a chair to the fireplace. . . . take your 
shoes off .... and enjoy some memories 
.... Of days that are no more. 


It was a great day for me when Bill came 
to live with us, my father having hired him 
for a year to work on our farm. Money was 
scarce in 1912 and Bill hired out for the large 
sum of twenty-five dollars a month. 

| was fifteen years old at the time, at- 
tending the academy in the nearby town, 
helping with the chores night and morning, 
and practicing with the violin for an hour 
each day . . . . concertos and arias .... to 
acquire a dexterity that has helped me over 
the rough places many times since. 

Bill was about six years my senior, and 
had been a devoted member of the clan of 
“gun bug’’ as far back as he could re- 
member. To listen to him telling about the 
guns that he had owned sounded like fairy 
tales tome... . the proud possessor of an 
old Hopkins and Allen .32 caliber single shot 
rifle and a model 1842 Springfield musket, 
that had been made into a shotgun. 

Bill, unlike myself, never kept the guns 
that he had grown tired of, which was the 
reason that he could own such a large 
variety, keeping only one or two at a time; 
buying, selling, and trading was his hobby. 
He would spend an evening pouring over 
the various ‘‘swap ads’’ in the back of 
various hunting magazines that were sold 
locally. We would argue by the hour over the 
merits of some new model that we had read 
about, but never seen or handled. Bill would 
end up by vowing that he would have one 
some day, but that day seemed remote to 
me since he liked good clothes nearly as 
much as fine guns, and having also early

also acquired a taste for alcohol, a taste, by 
the way, of which he was very much 
ashamed, and which had such a hold on him 
as to be the cause of his death during the 
early 40’s. His monthly twenty-five dollars 
meited like snow in June. 

It was March when he started working for 
my father, and by the time that he received 
his first pay, toward the end of May, he had 
built up a small surplus that was burning a 
hole in his pocket. One evening, while 
milking, he suggested that if | would drive 
him to town, he knew of a couple of guns 
that were for sale, cheap, that he wanted 
to buy. |, of course, jumped at the chance, 
and after finishing the chores, and changing 
our clothes, he drew the buggy out of the 
harness shed, while | put the light harness 
on Old Pat, our combination farm and road 
horse, a process that made the old fellow 
quite angry, and small wonder, as he hadn't 
finished his hay, and had spent a hard day 
cultivating corn. He managed to get a good 
nip at my shoulder, after several attempts, 
which deposited a good deal of slobber on 
different parts of my clothes. 

Those five miles to town seemed never 
to end. Old Pat, thoroughly disgusted with 
the whole procedure, would hardly go faster 
than a walk, and it was growing dark when 
we finally drew up in front of a neat little 
house. 

| hitched the horse to a tree, and followed 
Bill in, where | was introduced to an old 
gentleman, well over the eighty mark. When 
he learned that Bill had come to buy his 
guns, he became very sober, and | knew 
that he didn’t want to let them go. After | 
had looked them over, however, | didn’t 
wonder that he was loathe to part with such 
perfect examples of the gunmaker’s art. 

The first one to be brought out was an 
English fourteen gauge percussion double 
shotgun of medium weight, with beautiful 
twist barrels, elaborate engraving, and a 
stock of French walnut. He told us, as he 
fondly handled it, that the barrels were 
bored with a special choke that made it sure 
death to birds that were out of range of an 
ordinary gun. 

His other gun we took at first sight to be 
a small muzzle-loading rifle. After we had 
spent a few minutes looking it-over, and 
observing the engraving, the extraordinary 
figure of the stock, and the large size of the 
bore which appeared smooth, he explained 
that it was a boy’s rifle, and having acquired 
it in a trade years before, he found that the 
bore, which was a .32 caliber, had been 


neglected, and badly rusted, and that he 
had foolishly listened to the advice given by 
a local gunsmith to the effect that by boring 
it out, it could be made into a nice 28 gauge 
shotgun. The old man remarked that he had 
wished many times since that the gunsmith 
had re-cut the rifling instead, since as a 
shotgun it was of little use. 

Bill finally got up the courage to ask him 
what price he had on the double shotgun. 
After thinking it over for a few minutes, he 
said that he wouldn't take less than ten 
dollars, and that if Bill did buy it, he would 
have to promise to give it good care. Bill 
replied that if he did buy it, he would give 
it the best of care, but he only had eight 
dollars, and couldn’t pay more than that. 
The old man was adamant, so Bill inquired 
about the other one. Five dollars was the 
price, but Bill kept talking about how hard 
the times were, until the old man said that 
if he wanted it, for three dollars and a half, 
he could have it. 

The deal was made in short order, and 
we started for home, after depositing the 
gun beneath the seat. | have thought a good 
many times about how relieved the old man 
must have been that Bill did not have the 
money to take up his offer for his pet 
shotgun. 

We found, after leaving the street lights, 
that the sky had clouded over, and it was 
darker than a stack of black cats. We, of 
course, being nothing but a pair of 
dumb-buds could not have thought of 
anything as unimportant as a lantern on 
leaving home. So we were obliged to let Old 
Pat take us home as best he could. Did we 
have to urge him to go faster? We did not 
.... all we could do was to hold on with 
both hands, and hope that he wouldn’t take 
us into the ditch or over the end of the sluice. 
He evidently had his mind on the rack of hay 
in his stall, and decided to get there just as 
soon as possible. 

On arriving home with whole skins, we 
proceeded to light a lamp and look the gun 
over more closely. We found “‘E. N. Riley” 
stamped on the lockplate, and ‘“‘London’’ 
stamped on the twist steel barrel which was 
twenty-four inches long, including the 
patent breech. We measured the dimen- 
sions of the beautifully figured stock which 
was thirteen inches long, with a drop of two 
inches, while the drop at the comb was an 
inch and a half. We found, on taking the 
barrel from the stock that it had three 
English proof marks on the underside, along 
with the initials ‘‘E.N.R.’’ and the serial 
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number 14014. Bill also pointed out the 
single set trigger, which interested me, 
never having seen one before. 

The next morning we loaded it up with a 
light load of powder, and some #8 shot. It 
did fairly good execution on English 
sparrows, but that was about its limit. If we 
put in anythng resembling a load, that little 
gun weighing a trifle over four pounds would 
kick like a mule, all on the cheekbone of the 
shooter, due to the straight stock, which 
discouraged both Bill and myself. 

About this time | bought my first Francis 
Bannermann catalog. Bill and | looked 
through it for hours at a time, he deciding 
first to get a .32 rimfire tip-up Smith and 
Wesson revolver, then a Colt .44 cap and 
ball, finally a Remington of the same style. 
They were all priced about the same.... 
six dollars if my memory serves me cor- 
rectly. | would have bought the Colt myself 
if my grandfather had tole me that he used 
a Colt revolver and a Spencer carbine while 
in the First Vermont Calvary during the Civil 
War. But six dollars seemed like a lot of 
money just then, and my music lessons 
were costing my father quite a bit, so | didn’t 
like to ask him for the money . . . . although 
| had every reason to believe that he would 
have given it to me, for | had one of the 
kindest and most indulgent of fathers. 

The result of Bill’s procrastination was 
that he didn’t get a revolver at all, but rather 
purchased a .22 Hunter’s Pet with a twelve 
inch barrel. 

Bill was a rolling stone, however, and 
after working out his time on our farm, he 
left, and worked one summer for a 
neighbor. 

During the fall he decided to go to Utah 
to visit his uncle. One day shortly before his 
departure, he asked me if | wanted to buy 
“the little muzzle loader’ as he called it. So 
| had a short conference with my father, 
which resulted in three dollars and a half 
being placed in my hand. The deal was 
speedily consummated, and the gun was 
mine. 

It has hung on my wall ever since, to be 
taken down and admired from time to time 
by my gun-bug friends and others who 
come to look over my collection .... but 
very seldom for shooting purposes, as its 
kick was something to be reckoned with. 
My friend, Ned H. Roberts, made the re- 
mark during one of his visits that | should 
have it relined, then it would be worth 
something to use, as it wasn’t worth much 
in its present condition. | found, after 
making several inquiries, that the relining of 
a muzzle loader was rather expensive 
business, so | gave it up. 

Recently, while cleaning up, | ran across 
a twenty-six inch .32 rimfire round barrel 
that | had taken from an old Stevens Fa- 
vorite, intending to replace it sometime with 
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a new barrel in .25 rimfire. On cleaning out 
the old barrel, | found to my surprise that 
the bore was in exceptionally good 
condition. Being of an experimenting turn of 
mind, | decided to try making a lining tube 
from the old barrel to fit the bore of the boy’s 
rifle... . having found that the rifling was 
cut with a slow twist, one turn in twenty-six 
inches. 

| had a piece of tool steel welded to a rod 
to use for a ‘‘long bit’, as the old-time 
gunmakers called it, which was ground 
down to slip into the bore and was honed 
and was perfectly smooth. | then chucked 
the old Stevens barrel in the lathe, and cut 
off the breech, thereby removing the 
chamber. | then made a light sixty degree 
cut in each end to fit the centers. 

A lathe dog was used to turn the barrel, 
which was supported in the middle by the 
rest center. My cuts were taken, and as the 
barrel warmed up, and lengthened, the 
dead center was backed off slightly, as | 
didn’t want to spring the barrel. After 
turning to the proper size it was smoothed, 
filed and polished and then pinned. 

Tinning the inside of the muzzle loader 
barre! presented another problem as 
heating would have loosened the ramrod rib 
and thimbles. | overcame this by the use of 
several small clamps to hold the parts in 
place. For heat | used a blow torch and hung 
the barrel on wires over three burners of an 
oil stove. When warm, | swabbed the inside 
of the barrel with a rag covered with sol- 
dering paste, then after it had become hot 
enough to flow solder | used a new brass 
brush soaked in 50-50 solder and tinned the 
inside. | then warmed the liner tube and 
slipped it into the barrel as far down as the 
screw plug in the patent breech. Previous 
to the tinning process | had cut off the 
breech end of the liner tube perfectly 
square, and after sweating in place, the end 
of the tube was cut off flush with the end 
of the barrel and the sharp edge rounded 
off very carefully, to prevent cutting the 
patch when starting the ball. 

Next | made a few simple loading tools. 
A charge cup that screwed to the ramrod 
tip, a small rubber-faced mallet for use in 
starting the ball, and patch cutting. | had a 
gang-mold that cast eight round balls that 
| thought would fit the bore of the .32 rimfire 
barrel, but | was disappointed to find that 
they were a trifle large, even when using 
very thin patching material. | had several 
other round ball molds of about .32 caliber, 
but after trying them one by one, the balls 
cast in each prooved too large. 

A few days later | told my troubles to my 
brother, who promptly gave me a mold with 
a cavity so small in appearance that | was 
sure it would be a perfect fit. But after 
patching a few balls, and trying them in the

rifle unsuccessfully, that too had to be 
discarded. 

| began to wonder if | could get buckshot 
the right size, and | was getting in a hurry 
to try out my experiment of making a muzzle 
loader liner from a breech loading barrel. 

| looked in a Winchester catalog, and 
found two sizes .... Eastern #1, mea- 
suring .30, and #2, measuring .27. The #1 
size was two thousandths less than the 
smallest bullet cast by my molds, and the 
#2 size was far too small, so | ordered a 
five pound bag of #1 from the Winchester 
company. 

A few days later, after | had received the 
buckshot, | tried the rifle, shooting from the 
window-sill of my gunroom. And, it being a 
cold winter day, | built up a good fire in the 
stove previous to opening the window. | had 
cut a good supply of patches with the 20 
gauge wad-cutter, and filled the hopper of 
my Ideal powder measure with King’s 
Semi-Smokeless, which | set by guess at 16 
grains bulk. 

| dropped the charge into the charge cup, 
which | made from an old .25-25 Stevens 
shell-case by soldering the head of a 
number six machine screw into the primer 
pocket and grinding off the rim. | then 
screwed the cup to the tip of the ramrod 
which | previously drilled and tapped for this 
screw. Inverting the rifle, | slid the 
charge-cup up the barrel until it struck the 
breech. Then changing ends with the gun, 
and hitting the butt lightly on the floor to 
settle the powder, the rod and cup were 
withdrawn from the bore. Two twists of the 
rod, and the charger came off, leaving the 
tip clear. | next wet a patch with saliva and 
placing it in the muzzle, put a ball in the 
middle, being careful to have it exactly 
centered on the patch. The ball was then 
given a rap with the rubber-faced mallet 
which started it into the rifling without 
deforming the bullet in the least, and then 
pushed down easily to rest snugly against 
the powder charge. 

| set up the target at fifty feet, to try it out, 
and found that is shot a two inch group at 
that range. So lowered the powder charge 
to 12 grains bulk, and shot another group, 
this one with worse groups than the first. 
| then emptied the FG powder from the 
measure, and tried 14 grains of the same 
brand in FFG. Next group was an im- 
provement, but nothing to what | had 
anticipated. | came to the conclusion, after 
firing nearly all afternoon, and trying several 
different loads of powder, that the bullets 
were a trifle tight for good accuracy, so | 
decided that since | could not find a ball to 
fit the bore, | would have to make the bore 
fit the ball. 
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| cast a lead lap on my lapping rod, and 
proceeded to enlarge the bore slightly. A 
few days later, at the first opportunity, | tried 
it out again and found that | could keep 
every shot in the black on the 50 foot range, 
using a rest. | waited impatiently for a day 
to come that would be warm enough for a 
trial at longer range. 

Finally, cold weather was driven away for 
a few days. | took the little rifle, accessories, 
and Ideal powder measure to my bench 
rest, and proceeded to set up a target at 
100 yard range. | found out in short order 
that it wasn’t a long range rifle, so | set up 
another target at 50 yards. Things went 
better at this range and | made some fairly 
good groups. 

In the days of muzzle loaders, boys rifles 
were nearly always made to order, and the 
boy who was considered worthy of such a 
gun by a father or fond uncle was lucky 
indeed, since most boys had to content 
themselves with a gun so long as to make 
loading and firing nearly impossible .... 
and when fired usually had a recoil that 
would set the youthful Nimrod back a step 
or two ..... if it didn’t actually put him on 
his back. 

Since the invention of small bore 
breech-loaders, young hunters have come 
into their own. We have but to look into the 
catalog sent out by our firearms companies 
to see beautiful little rifles, priced so rea- 
sonably as to be within the reach of nearly 
every boy. But in various places, we read 
the falal words, ‘‘rifles not sold to minors’, 
and a great many states have laws pro- 
hibiting the use of guns by boys under 
sixteen. 

Why all these alluring guns made es- 
pecially for boys, and then rules forbidding 
their sale to the very boys they were de- 
signed for? Simply because of a lack of 
training. 

A book containing vital information for 
young beginners in the shooting game 
should be attached to the trigger guard of 
every light rifle sold. The boys who get into 
trouble with guns are nearly always the 
ones that get a hold of a rifle, shotgun, or 
pistol without being taught how to manage 
it safely. This is where the National Rifle 
Association is doing good work by training 
the boys properly. If the training could only 
be carried far enough, there is a possibility 
the laws might be changed, and restrictions 
removed from the sale of boys’ rifles.

The 
intent is to allow husband/wife 6r fa- 
milies to use the same set of benches, 
to relieve the hardship associated with 
multiple equipment. Drawing of ben- 
ches would still be required when 
bench rotation is not used. Competi- 
tors wishing to double up on equipment 
would be required to contact the club, 
in writing, at least two weeks in ad- 
vance of the match. 


13. Eliminate the ‘‘Did not qualify’’ concept 
for missing shots, and shots outside of 
the border. Replace the DNQ with a 
one minute of angle penalty for each 
missing shot, or shots outside of the 
border. 


14. Require membership (IBS, NBRSA, or 
affiliated foreign) to shoot at any 
registered IBS shoot. 


15. A. AtallIBS registered shoots, require 
targets to be left hanging at the 
wailing wall until the aggregate has 
been figured, and places have been 
posted. In the case of foul weather, 
the statistician would be respon- 
sible for returning the targets to the 
scoring shack. 

B. If A.) above not passed for all IBS 
registered shoots, then require for 
all IBS championships. 


16. Require loading data to include pow- 
der, amount of powder, caliber, bullet 
by make and weight, and primer to be 
listed on data card. Failure to do so 
would be grounds for disqualification. 


17. If anyone blows up a rifle and injures 
themselves or someone else, they are 
to be banned from competition for one 
year; and a second occurence shall 
cause them to be banned for life. 


18. Require the President of IBS to appoint 
a Championship Committee. Said 
Committee would be comprised of 
three to four experienced competi- 
tors,and three to four range owners or 
operators. The purpose of the com- 
mittee would be to develop a set of 
minimum standards required to hold 
IBS championships. These require- 
ments would include such items as 
sanitary, electrical and mechanical, as 
well as trained staff capabilities. After 
the miminum requirements are esta- 
blished, the committee would then list 
the qualified clubs that could bid on the 
championships. Clubs requesting to be 
added to the bid list would require 
inspection by qualified personnel ap- 
pointed by the President. 


19. Re-issue the rule book, and update the 
Hunter class rules and the format of the 
rule book to be less confusing. Use a 
three ring binder format that is easier 
to update.

Board of Directors Meeting 


The annual Board Meeting of NBRSA was 
called to order at 4:15 PM at the Best 
Western Motel in Midland, Texas by 
President Walt Berger. 

All Directors were present with the 
exception of the Northeast Director. Dave 
Brennan was designated as his proxy and 
was present. Francis Broussard, Mea- 
suring Committee Chairman and Tom 
Hexum, Northwest Rigion Director Elect 
were also present. 

Before the actual Board Meeting con- 
vened at 6:42 the Directors discussed 
several protests that had been presented 
and ruled upon them at that time. 

The annual financial report was distri- 
buted prior to the meeting. After review and 
discussion Mike Prokosch made a motion 
to accept the Treasurer’s report as pre- 
sented. Jim Fowell seconded and motion 
passes unanimously. Report to be filed for 
audit. 

The Directors were advised by President, 
Walt Berger, that a new printer had been 
found in Barberton, Ohio for printing 
NBRSA targets. A one years supply has 
been printed and is now available through 
NBRSA. After some discussion on the 
costs and how the targets would be 
handled Ed Watson made a motion to 
charge the following prices for the targets:

Barberton, Ohio Ron Hoehn 
seconded the motion and motion passed 
unanimously.

A suggestion was made to write a thank 
you letter to Steve Gibbons for his efforts 
in the target project. It was also suggested 
that a thank you letter be written to Coors 
Beer for sponsoring the Nationals in Mid- 
land. Secretary will prepare letters and 
submit it to Walt Berger for signature. 

It was suggested that targets and rule 
books be listed in Precision Shooting 
magazine. David Brennan to handle this. 

The reading of the 1984 minutes were 
dispensed with. Stan Buchtel made a 
motion to accept the 1984 minutes as 
published, Jim Fowell seconded and motion 
passed unanimously. 

The question came up on how a world 
record was handled at last years Nationals 
at Kelbly’s Rifle Range. This was discussed 
and it was agreed that future possible world 
records will be handled according to the 
Rule Book. At this time it was brought to 
the attention of the Directors that a portion 
of this rule had been dropped inadvertently 
from the Rule Book somewhere along the 
way during changes made in prior years, 
part omitted was ‘‘targets shall not be 
removed from the range if is considered to 
be a possible world record.” 

Francis Broussard was called upon to 
discuss the problems he is having with 
world record targets and backers. After his 
presentation he requested the Board to rule 
on how to handle the particular two sets of 
targets in question. This was done and 
Francis was advised that the Directors will 
do a better job in the future. 

Francis also discussed equalling of 
Hunter records and suggested that targets 
be held for one year to determine a real 
World Record. 

Ron Hoehn made a motion that because 
of the increased difficulty of the ‘‘X’’ on the 
newer style IBS 200 yard hunter target we 
now use, that all 200 yard aggregates fired 
in 1985 of 249-any X be submitted for new 
world record 200 yard aggregate. At the 
end of 1985, the best set of targets sub- 


mitted, shot on the new style target, would 
be the new record holder. Do the same thing 
for the 300 yard aggregate, 100-200 yard 
aggregate (499 more than 16 X’s), 200-300 
yard aggregate, and the 100-200-300 yard 
aggregate. Mike Prokosch seconded and 
motion passed. 

Patent coverage of NBRSA Logo was 
discussed, Trademark coverage has been 
renewed for another six years. Again, it was 
stressed to use the registered mark anytime 
the Logo is used. 

Walt Berger stated that he had received 
a letter from Bill Forrester, of the Mississippi 
Valley Region, requesting that the state of 
Kentucky become part of the Eastern 
Region. Some discussion followed and 
Stan Buchtel then made a motion to make 
the state of Kentucky a part of the Eastern 
Region. Ron Hoehn seconded the motion 
and the motion passed unanimously. 

Dennis Thornbury made a motion to 
reduce match time from 7 minutes to 5 
minutes and from 12 minutes to 10 minutes. 
Motion died for a lack of a second. 

Discussion was held on a 3 minute sight 
in period. Each Director is to check with 
their clubs and advise David Brennan 
whether clubs will be having a warm up 
match or 3 minute sight in time so that it can 
be published in the match schedules. During 
this 3 minute time period a referee is 
permitted to help shooter get on the paper. 

Stan Buchtel made a motion to ammend 
Item 5, Section ‘‘E’’ EMERGENCY 
COMMANDS: add to end of sentence: Two 
minutes will be added to the remaining time 
— ‘‘but not exceed the original time limit of 
7 minutes of 12 minutes.’’ Ed Watson 
second and motion passed. 

Mike Prokosch made a motion to correct 
item ‘‘G’’ on page 25 of the Rule Book to 
read 3 minute ‘“‘sight in period’ instead of 
“3 minute match’ Jim Folwell seconded 
and motion passed unanimously. 

Sandbags were again discussed. Ho- 
ward Dietz made a motion to insert at the 
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end of Item 7 on Page 8 of the Rule Book 
the following sentence. ‘‘The rifle must be 
able to be lifted freely from the sandbag in 
a vertical direction with all attachments in 
place.’ Stan Buchtel seconded and motion 
passed unanimously. The Directors were in 
agreement that tape on the sandbag is 
legal. 

Dennis Wagner made a motion that if a 
competitor feels a remeasurement is not 
handled properly, three referees would 
remeasure and the average of the three 
referees measurement will become the 
official score. Ron Hoehn seconded. Seven 
Directors approved the motion, one 
opposed and one abstained. The motion 
passed. 

Jim Folwell asked some questions on the 
Life Membership Fund. How is the fund 
invested and if it is supporting Life Mem- 
bers. He was advised that the Life Mem- 
bership Fund is invested in Certificates of 
Deposit and that the interest earned at this 
time does not cover the total cost of Life 
Members subscriptions. Life Members 
subscriptions are paid on a monthly basis 
just like all other memberships. Life 
Memberships represent 16% of the total 
membership at this time. 

Jim Folwell made a motion to enter into 
a two year contract with Precision Shooting 
for a fixed subscription rate for a specified 
period of time. Discussion followed and 
David Brennan expressed his Board of 
Directors feelings and statement of financial 
condition and what some of the future plans 
for the magazine are. Jim's motion died for 
a lack of a second. 

Mike Prokosch made a motion that 
Course of fire (as sent out to Directors by 
mail ballot) be included in the Rule Book, 
Page 28, Item 4: 

(a) Targets (100, 200 & 300 yards) for 
hunter class to be NBRSA approved. 

(b) The course of fire shall be five record 

matches at each range aggregate of 100, 
200 and 300 yards. The total of the two or 
three range aggregates will determine the 
grand aggregate winner. A ‘‘warm-up”’ 
match is optional at the discretion of the 
participating club. 
(c) Matches to be fired separately with 
twenty (20) minutes elapsing from the end 
of relay to start of same relay in next match. 
Seven minutes allowed to fire (5) shots. 

(d) Remains the same except for last 
sentence, which should read: If there is 
more than one shot on the record bull, 
except 300 yard, then only the lowest shot 
on that bull will count. 

Jim Fowell seconded this motion and 
motion passed unanimously. Mike Pro- 
kosch made a motion to add to page 29, 
under Item 4. Course of Fire an item (f): 
Course of fire for regional tournaments to 
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be the same as National match course of 
fire. Jim Folwell seconded and motion 
passed. 

Jim Folwell made a motion that when 
revisions to the Rule Book are made that 
revisions are made available to members of 
the organization by January 1st of the new 
year. A copy of final draft of changes are 
to be sent to all Directors who will note any 
corrections that are to be made, without 
changing the intent of original rule change 
motion made at Directors Meeting, and 
return to secretary within 30 days. Dennis 
Wagner seconded. Ed Watson amended 
the motion to change 30 days to 10 days. 
Five Directors were in favor, four opposed. 
Motion passed. 

Jim Folwell sighted several items that 
were incorrect in the Rule Book and that it 
be brought up to date. Mike Prokosch 
volunteered to put the entire rule book into 
his word processer and submit a copy to all 
Directors for their review and comments. 
This is to be done before printing new rule 
books. This is to be done as soon as 
possible as only 1000 rule books were 
printed at the last printing and the supply 
is getting low. 

It should be noted that the insert printed 
from 1984 Director's meeting incorrectly 
state a change under ‘‘SAFETY”’, Page 13. 
This change should have been under 
“RANGE OFFICER” on Page 18 and is to 
be included in the Range Officer's Com- 
mand at the beginning of the day. 

The Board approved the adoption of the 
IBS 100/200/300 yard hunter targets at the 
1984 Board Meeting and those clubs who 
purchased IBS targets should be aware 
that they are still acceptable and the 
NBRSA targets can be purchased when 
their present supply of IBS targets is de- 
pleted. 

Mike Prokosch made a motion that all 
protest fees be $5.00. Ed Watson se- 
conded and motion passed unanimously. 

Penalty for removing targets from wailing 
wall before aggregate is posted was dis- 
cussed. It was agreed that no action was 
required on this subject as it is adequately 
covered under both Range Officer Com- 
mands and Sportsman like conduct. 

Ron Hoehn made a motion to change 
Page 26, Item 6 — RECORDS (a) to read: 
The NBRSA shall maintain records for the 
100 yard aggregate, 200 yard aggregate, 
300 yard aggregate and grand aggregate. 
Mike Prokosch seconded and motion 
passed unanimously. 

Measuring device for Hunter Class was 
discussed. Lines should be as thin as 
possible. Circles to be exact caliber size. 
Jim Folwell will contact Manley Oakley to 
make prototype. Prototypes to be brought
